Proper Distribution and Packing 
Are Often Neglected. 

When Lighter Portions Are Blown to 
Outside They Do Net Settle Well 
—Plenty of Men end Persistent 

Work Required. 

Distributing and packing rllnge In 
the silo is frequently neglected. T'n- 
less the blower h:is | distributor at- 
tachment there Is a tendency for the 
cut corn' to full In one place In the 
silo. If the silo Is filled In this way. 
the finer and lighter portions of the 
stalks nre frequently blown to the out- 
side, and the heavier parts, enrs and 
butts of stalks, nre deposited In the 
center, thus causing an uneven distri- 
bution of grain anil stalks and n con- 
sequent uneven quality of sllnce. Un- 
even distribution Is frequently the 
cnuse of soft places nnd air pockets, 
which Inter result In spoiled silage. 
When the llehter portions nre blown 
to the outside they do not pack well 
nnd the silage spoils near the wnll. 
Such spoilage, which really results 
from careless filling, is often attributed 
to the silo. Tin ■ rough packing requires 
plenty of men nnd persistent work. 
Good silage can be had only by uniform 




Filling a Silo. 

packing nnd uniform distribution of 
the corn. The entire surface, espe- 
cially the outer edge, should be pneked 
tlnnly. The best help obtainable should 
be stationed In the silo. 

The large cutter with the correspond- 
ing largo capacity frequently saves 
money In tilling the silo, but It may re- 
sult In u waste (if the storage Capacity 
of the silo. If the silo Is filled rapidly 
the COM has little time to settle. Row 
filling allows the corn to settle as It Is 
stnied, wllh the result that more cum 
enn be placed In u given space. To over- 
come this disadvantage of rapid fining, 
woven w ire may lie extended above the 
t < « t ' pi the silo, thus Increasing Its ca- 
pacity until It can settle. Patent roofs 
are inuile which serve the same pur- 
pose. Refilling in two or three days 
will accomplish the same end. 



ATTENTION NEEDED BY COLT 

Grain Ration After Weaning Com- 
posed of Corn, Oats and Bran la 
Good — Water Regularly. 

A good grain ration for the colt af- 
ter weaning Is composed of one-fourth 
corn, one-fourth brun nnd one-hnlf 
oats, or one-fourth corn, three-eighths 
bran nnd three-eighths oats. Crushed 
outs ore to be preferred to whole outs. 
A feed-box In which to place the feed 
can be put In the pasture field If other 
stock will not Interfere with the colt 
while entlng. 

In late fall ns the pasture grass 
grows short, It should be supplement- 
ed with clover or timothy liny, all the 
colt will eat. The colt nt pasture 
should have access to drinking water 
regulnrly. If there is no drinking wa- 
ter in the pasture field, turn the young 
animal In to the water trough Just as 
regularly as the work horses are 
turned to

SPREAD MANURE ON FIELDS 



Loss of Plant Food by Fermentation 
and Leaching Ought to Be Pre- 
vented — Test at Wooster. 

To prevent loss of plant food by fer- 
mentation and leaching in barnyards! 
and stables, manure should be spread 
on the corn ground during the late 
winter and curly spring months.! 




Monkeys nre horn In utmost ns help- 
less n condition ns are human beings. 
For the first fortnight after birth they 
pass their time In being nursed. In 
sleeping nnd In looking about them. 
During the whole of this time the care 
nnd nttentlon of the mother nre most 
exemplnry. The slightest sound or 
movement excites her Immediate no- 
tice, nnd, with her bnhy In her nrms, 
she skillfully evades any approaching 
dnnger by the most ndrolt mnneuvers. 

At the end of the first fortnight the 
little one begins to get nbout by Itself, 
but always tinder Its mother's watch- 
ful enre. She frequently attempts to 
teach It to do for Itself, but never for- 
gets her solicitude for Its safety, and 
at the earliest Intimation of danger 
seizes It in her nrms nnd seeks a place

piled to corn In a three-year rot in 
of corn, wheat and clover has pi 
duced bushels more corn than lam 
receiving no treatment. Four tons of 
manure to the acre on both corn und 
wheat In a flvo-yoiir rotation of corn, 
oats, wheat, clover and timothy has 
produced un lncreuse of 14/1 bushels 
of corn, as an uveruge of 'JO years.

BREEDING DOGS WITH WOLVES 



of the Wild 



la "The OrlRln of the Species" Dor- 
win expressed the opinion thnt the dog 
wns orlRinnlly descended* from the 
wolf. He was Inclined to think thnt 
In different purts of the globe ninn 
hud tnnied the pnrtlciilnr species of 
wolf which would be found there, nnd 
thnt our domestic dogs, therefore, rep- 
resent not one but several rnces of the 
wild nnininl, writes It. B. Townshend 
in the Westminster Gnzette. It hns 
long been, known thnt dog nnd wolf 
will Interbreed freely. Buffon, for 
example, tells us thnt he made such 
n cross successfully. Indeed, In Rus- 
sia the Tsars long kept up n fierce 
puck of bounds for wolf hunting in 
which a strong strain of wolf wus 
evident. Unfortunately, n few yenrs 
ago the little daughter of a huntsman, 
crossing their kennel alone, stumbled 
nnd fell, and the savage brutes set 
upon her mid devoured her on the 
spot. The Indignant tsar had the 
whole pack destroytd. 

Even In England the cross with the 
wolf has been resorted to for otter 
hounds In order to Increase the cour- 
age and strength of jnw of the dogs. 
But ns the first cross proved rather 
too wild nnd uncertain In temper for 
safe handling, the masters of otter 
bounds huve always crossed bnck 
again nnd again to the dog till there 
remnlned perhaps only one sixty- 
fourth of wolf blood, or even less. 

This fact establishes the fertility of 
the hybrid between the wolf nnd the 
dog when bred bnck to one of the 
original parents, but so for there has 
b^jen no evidence to show how fur the 
hybrids would be fertile when bred 
together continuously. Recently, how- 
ever, In the present century, this hns 
been tested by Pr. Alnrlc Behm of 
the Stockholm zoological gardens, 
who has given a brief account of the 
results obtnined by him.

Negotiation* Entered Into to 8ecurc 
Beet Conditions for Americans Cap- 
tured on the Battle Front— When 



Washington.— The t'nited Stntes hnf 
opened negotiations with Germany foi 
an agreement to govern the trentinent 
of prisoners of war taken hy either nu- 
tion. This Is being done with the hope 
of seeuring the best possible conditions; 
for Americans taken prisoner on the 
battl" front, ami to show Uerniany how 
well German prisoners In the United 
States are being treuted. 

Already, through the Ited Cross nt 
Geneva, the United States has begun 
forwarding food and other necessaries 
to Americans held In Germany, ot 
whom there ar 
hundred. 

Get Plenty of 
German military prisoners of war In 
the United States, besides receiving ev- 
ery necessity and comfort, have the 
pay and privileges of their rank in the 
United States army and navy. They 
are housed In model sanitary camps, 
and recently one of the prisoners send- 
ing a letter to his prospective wile in 
Germany wrote that the pay he would 
accumulate during his Imprisonment 
would not only permit him to retire 
from the navy, but would set 
In n little business as well. 

Thntogrnphs showing the comfort- 
able surroundings of Interned Germans 
In this country have beei 
to Germany by the war depurtment 
through the state department und u 
neutral agent. They are Intended to 
show that Interned Germans ore well 
treuted by. the United Stntes and to re- 
veal the expectation of the United 
States that similar consideration will 
be shown American soldiers and sail- 
ors who may be captured by Germany. 

Two classes of German prisoners are 
detained In this country. One Is com- 
posed of German sailors taken into 
custody when the United States In- 
terned various vessels at the beginning 
of the war. The other class is com- 
prised of enemy aliens, civilluns who 
have been arrested und are now being 
detained under governmental regula- 
tions for various reasons. 

850 at McPherson. 
T*e principal detention camp Is at 
Fort Mcl'herson, Ga., where approxi- 
mately 850 war prisoners are held in 
custody of the war department. At 
Fort Oglethorpe, On., there are 105 en- 
emy aliens who are not, strictly speak- 
ing, prisoners of wiir. 

At Fort Douglas, Utuh, there are 517 
prisoners of wur aud 80 Interned 
aliens. 

Altogether, there are 1,304 actual 
prisoners of war In custody of the 
wur department, anil about 400 In- 
terned enemy aliens held at the re- 
quest of the department of Justice. 
Of this number, about three score ure 
located at Tahoga Island, Panama. It 
Is estimated that Germany Is now hold- 
ing 150 sailors taken from American 
ships by commerce raiders and other 
Gorman vessels, besides the Urst pris- 
oners taken from General Pershing's 
forces. 

The detained Germans, wherever lo- 
cated In the United Stutes, ure consid- 
erately treated and are not given oner- 
ous tasks. The duties assigned are 
strictly in accord with International 
law. 

Ileadlng and recreation facilities are 
provided, und the photographs collect- 
ed from the several detention tamps 
show German prisoners going through 
outdoor gymnastic exercises and stag- 
ing amateur plays on Improvised stages 
In the recreation rooms.

GERMAN BUTTER RATION CUT

Copenhagen. — The butter rutlon In 
greater Herlln hus been reduced for 
the winter to thirty grains, approxi- 
mately one ounce, weekly. Fifty 
grains of margarine are ulso grunted, 
but the newspapers point out that war 
margarine Is principally water aud baa 
slight nutritive val«e.

Wnshlngton. D. C— An order signed 
by Secretary of Agriculture P. F. 
Houston lifted on December 1 from 
i!.",. r >20 square miles In the Southern 
states the federal quarantine against 
movement of Southern cattle. It Is 
of great Importance to cattle raisers 
and dealers of Northern states, ns well 
as those of the South. 

In regions Infested hy the cattle 
tick It hns not been held safe to Im- 
port better stock for the Improvement 
In Southern herds because cattle 
freshly brought In from regions where 
the tick Is not prevalent are espe- 
cially prone to sicken and die from 
the fever germs cnrrled by the blood- 
sucking parasite. The federal quar- 
antine against the cattle tick, on the 
other hand, hns prevented the ship- 
ment of cattle from Infested sections 
for use ns stockers and feeders In free 
territory, and permits their shipment 
Into free territory only tinder quar- 
antine restrictions and for Immedi- 
ate slaughter. 

The release of December 1 Is the 
largest amount of territory ever liber- 
ated nt one time since the federal 
campaign against the cattle tick was 
started In WOO. and, added to b\9M 
square miles freed in March and Sep- 
tember, will make ]!H7 by far the 
greatest year so far In the annihila- 
tion of the tick. 

Nine Southern states benefted try 
the release order. The largest bencfl- 
Hary was Mississippi, which was en- 
tirely freed from quarantine and open- 
ed a broad nvenue of tick-free ter- 
ritory from the Northern stntes to the 
Gulf of Mexico.

Farmers Are Prosperous Beyond 
Precedent — Young Folk Staying 
by the Land— Much Better 



Base of American Flotilla In British 
Wuters. — When an American navy man 
who has visited Ireland In time of 

I" e is asked what has Impressed 

him most ubout Ireland In war, the 
Inevitable answer Is "Ireland's pros- 
perity and freedom from the war-time 
restrictions of other Countries." 

Hundreds of Americans in the nnvnl 
forces have visited F.ngland. Scotland, 
and even France. All agree that there 
Is more freedom In Ireland, particular- 
ly less wur-tlme curtailment of per- 
sonal liberty, as, for instance, regard- 
ing restrictions in eating and drink- 
ing. There Is no conscription there, 
no "Defense of the realm act," few- 
war taxes. 

Is Land of Plenty. 

Certainly when k comes to food and 
drink Ireland Is a land of plenty In 
comparison with Fngland. There Is 
not only more food and drink there 
than In Knglnnd, but It Is of better 
quality. And In most parts of Ireland 
It is cheaper. Meatless ami potato- 
less days ure unknown there. Potatoes 
were never so plentiful. That they 
are cheaper even than In the United 
Stntes was unknown to the commis- 
sary department of the American navy, 
which recently shipped to the flotilla 
about 10,000 bushels of potatoes which 
were never unloaded. Aftei»dlscharg- 
ing Its cargo of other foodstuffs, the 
naval supply ship was sent to another 
port, where the potatoes were sold to 
the British government. 

Fresh meat also Is cheaper In Ire- 
land than in England or the United 
States. The Americans buy u large 
(mrt of their meat ashore. Porter- 
house steaks are from Ave to seven 
cents a pound cheaper than In the 
United States. 

The Americans are Impressed by the 
large portions served in Ireland ns 
compared with the lean ones they get 
In England. For three shillings they 
get a meal which includes soup. Ash 
or lobster nnd sometimes both, hot or 
cold meat, dessert, cheese and biscuits, 
and ten or coffee. The same meal In 
a hotel of corresponding grade In 
Knglnnd would eaat ut least six shill- 
ings. 

Drink, too. Is not only more plenti- 
ful but of better quality. The drink- 
ing places In Ireland are open all day 
and until eleven o'clock ut night, 
whereas In England and Scotland they 
are only open for two hours In the af- 
ternoon aud three hours in the eve- 
ning. 

Matches Are Scarce. 

In England today It Is considered 
indelicate to ask a friend for a match. 
In France, matches are well nigh un- 
obtainable. All the continental coun- 
tries are suffering from a match fam- 
ine. Not so In Ireland. Hotels, bar- 
rooms, aud cigar stores ull have 
matches In abundance, and they are 
used with tin- same freedom as In the 

time of pane*. . 

The Americans see the Irish farmer 
prosperous beyond precedent. The 
sailor In his little t rips to Dublin atel 
such raaortl as Killarnoy, Youghnl, ami i 
GleiigarilV, passes through come of the 
richest agricultural country In the] 
world. Tile immense amount of land 
under tin' plow impresses him, and he 
talk-- with many InrniTs who boast ot 
I ha record prices they are getting for 
their produce, especially their live 
stock. Cows, sheep and pigs ure so 
phtitiful thai the beautiful rolling 
landscape is fairly dotted with them. | 

Neither is the farmer troubled Witk | 
a shortage of labor, as In England, j 

Labor is plentiful and of g 1 qual- 

iiy, the laborers, not only in llie agri- 
cultural, but also in the industrial dis- 
tricts, being largely young men and 
women. This favorable labor situa- 
tion is due largely to the fact that 
theiv has been practically no emlgrn- 1 
lion from In Ian. 1 for three years, ami 
I ho thousands of young DMA and woui- 1 
en who formerly set out for America 
each month now remain in the 
try.

selves open to this obstinate com- 
plaint, but. apart from this, the ef- 
fect of the stuff on the hair e lls nnd 
tiss-ie Is in no way persistent A yel- 
lowish hue may be Imparted, but 
Viewed purely as an ornament It Is In- 
effective.
